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Beech Creek History

(This is a story of the Beech Creek community written by W. W. Nutt in 1950. 
Mr. Nutt lived there for 73 years, and this account will be of interest to the 
old settlers of Ashley county and also to the present generation.) 


The earliest date that I remember is the organization of the Beech Creek 
Baptist Church in 1849. This was before the township was named. James and 
Wiley Hogue were the first deacons and other earlier settlers included Jackson, 
Simpson, Dade, Shipman, Bolach, Dunn, Lacy, Scott, Rogers, Austins, Brooks, 
Rollins, Stephenson, Williams, Dews, Campbell, Stover, Hudgens, Gee, McDuffie, 
Denton, Smith, Johnson, Bell and White. 


My father bought a place and moved into the community in 1870. There 
are only a few of the descendants of the ones mentioned now living in the com- 
munity. Most of the old homes are vacant and large logs are being cut from 
the homesteads. 


George Denton of this community was one of the three appointed to locate 
and name the present county seat in 1849. 


When Beech Creek Township was formed, Cole Austin was appointed a Justice 
of the Peace and was a member of the first county court. He was reelected 
every two years until his death in 1919. The Baptist Church was organized in 
a split log building. The floor, door and seats were made of split boards. 
This was known as the Grange house and stood near the Beech Creek cemetery. 

The Methodist people also used this house and later organized a Methodist 
church. A brush arbor was used for the annual summer revivals. The Methodists 
and Baptists were equally divided in membership. 


James Hill gave the Baptist church its present site on which a frame build- 
ing was erected in 1868. The first public school was taught there in 1873 and 
the term was three months. A larger building was erected about 1880. In 1900 
the present two story building was completed and a Masonic Lodge organized 
there in 1901. At one time this lodge was considered one of the most active 
in the entire county. The W. 0. W. lodge was organized in 1910 and had a 
membership of 80. This is the voting precinct for this township and at one 
time had over 100 qualified voters. 


The entire township was the school district and was 12 miles long and 
seven miles wide. There was so little money that a three months school could 
not be taught every year. As money became more plentiful a better building 
was erected and better teachers provided. Five schools were organized in this 
territory with nine months terms. The consolidation of schools began with the 
Lower Beech Creek school, when Harry A. Little was county supervisor. 


The citizenship of this community has always been very progressive and 
_law abiding. Some of the younger generation have made honorable and useful 
members in all walks of life here and elsewhere. 





There was one major crime committed in this community which occurred about 
1877. The alarm went out after night that a 14 year old girl had not returned 
home from a visit with neighbors. A search was made and in the morning many 
others joined the party. Her body was found about sundown, partly covered by 
leaves and brush. She had been raped and her skull crushed. Several white 
and colored persons were questioned. Suspicion was strong against two Negro 
brothers, Sam and George Jackson. Sam left the community and George was 
arrested and admitted his part in the crime and implicated his brother, Sam. 

On the night of July 7, 1877, George was taken from the jail and hanged by a 

mob. After several years Sam was brought back and hung. There is and always 
will be the good and some of the bad in all our lives as well as in our com- 

munities. 


Old Beech Creek I love you 

Of your past, your present and your 
future, I often dream. 

I love your hills, your valleys, your 
crooked roads and your sinding streams. 

I would like to go back to the Old 
Church for another high day 

And join the congregation there 

In real worship, in singing and prayer.

JOHN R. HAMPTON, 1874 CONVENTION DELEGATE 


From: Minutes of Calvary Presbyterian Church, Johnsville, AR (Bradley Co) 


Sunday morning 5th july 1874 - Session met and was opened with prayer 
by Rev. John G. Hall. Present John R. Hampton, John S. Chambers, J. W. 
Wilfong & J. R. S. Meek, ruling Elders. Bro. John R. Hampton made the 
following request which was ordered to be put on the minutes to wit: 


Having been called to serve the people of Bradley 
County and the State as a delegate in the Con- 
stitutional Convention, I ask the prayers of my 
Brother Elders of Calvary church that I may enjoy 
the Constant presence of the Holy Spirit in my 
Heart to guide me in the discharge of my duties 
as a christian and Patriot. 


No further business, Session closed with prayer. J. R. S. Meek, Clerk of Session 





~ getlers on Saline River 


The following letter was first published in the Democrat-News on 7 Oct 1915 
and was reprinted in the Eagle Democrat at Warren, AR, on 24 Dec 1948. It 
gives much detail of the early settlers on the Saline River in the Johnsville 
area. The letter was apparently written about 1883 by W. T. Martin, who was 
then an attorney:in Camden. It is reprinted here with the permission of 
Mrs. Vashti Clanton Temple of Johnsville. We thank Mrs. Temple for bringing 
this letter to our attention and also for securing the early minutes of the 
‘Calvary Presbyterian Church for our use in a future issue. 


Mr. G. M. Hampton, 
Fordyce, Ark. 


Dear George, 


Jas. Meek told me that there was going to be an old settler's day and that 
services would be held in the Presbyterian church and asked me to go and tell 
what I knew of the history of Johnsville and the people who settled in that 
country before the war, in fact to tell as far as I knew the country and its 
history, that perhaps it may be of some interest, as well as information to 
the younger generation. 


I will state that there is nothing that I could participate in that would 
afford me more pleasure than meeting with the few remaining old settlers of 
that country and rehearse some of the many incidents that transpired there 
during those early days and gather from the dusty archives almost forgotten 
lore, and weave into garlands of flowers--sparkling with dew drops--radiant 
with sunshine to place upon the pulpit and the pews of the dear old church 
and a more holier and tender glow will eminate from the bosoms of the remain- 
ing few as the strains of sacred music floats out on the morning air. 


The old walls would swell and sway as of yore in its palmy days, when 
its lyric was tuned in the school of culture and refinement, for there were no 
people in the broad Southland that stood higher in social and intellectual 
scale--an Arcadia of Southern chivalry. The best blood of the cavaliers of 
the old South flowed in their veins, a prototype of a civilization that 
challenges the admiration and love. of country and home in every land and 


clime, a citizenship worthy of the example and emulation to the more remote 
generations. 


On the 20th day of September 1856, my father, Jas. Saddler Martin, arrived 
from the State of Mississippi, crossed the Saline river at Moore's Mill, Bradley 
County and passed Col. John R. Hampton's place and stopped at Henry S. Rawls, 
who had settled on the river hills two-miles above Col. Hampton's. In a few 
days my father moved to the Boyd place, a mile from Col. Hampton's and in a 


few days Col. Hampton came over to our house and bought one of my father's 
wagons and teams. 


In that early day there were quite a number of people who had recently 
come into the country and had settled in the woods and cleared land and built 
houses and negro quarters. Charlie Moore, Jas. I. Robinson and Mat Stuart 
bought a saw mill and began operating it on the Saline river about 1850 at the 
Jack Fogle place. It was a lively place in those days and it was the only 
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place where people could go to learn the general news of the country and con- 
gregate for social intercourse. 


The nearest store was at Longview, then miles up the river, where Phil 
Derden did a general merchandise business, which was my father's trading point. 
Dr. Cabeen, father-in-law of Col. Hampton, lived about two miles West of Long- 
view at the foot of the big hills West of the river. He moved there in the 
Thirties from near Monroe, La. and his other son-in-law, Sam T. W. Meek, lived 
on the West bank of the Saline river one mile South. 


Jno. G. Martin, an uncle of mine, lived on the hills close to Dr. Cabeen 
and old man Jim York lived on the hills about half a mile west of Johnsville. 
In the early Forties he left Alabama and started to move to Texas, and got as 
far as Dr. Cabeen's, Bradley County this state, when the Llages and Ouachita 
River overflowed and he could go no further. Dr. Cabeen took him about the 
country and showed him the land where he settled and afterwards he cleared a 
field about half a mile East of his house. Afterwards his son-in-law, by the 
name of George lived there and another son-in-law by the name of Brunson set~ 
tled about a mile southeast where the first Methodist church in that country 
was built. Afterwards.the place was sold to a man by the name of Hoviss and 
I believe Berry Givens, colored,-owns it now. A man by the name of Rix sold 
his place to old man Sam McClain, who moved from Mississippi in 1858 and 
settled there and he sold to a man by the name of Walpoole in 1878. 


John Gillis was another early settler. He came from Alabama in the Thirties 
and settled on the Saline river just. above where Col. Hampton's gin-house use 
to stand, and married one of Jack Fogle's sisters. My father settled on Im- 
provement Creek two and a half miles northwest of Col. Hampton in 1857. 


Isaiah Lansdale had settled some time in the Forties on the river hills 
about a mile southeast of where the Methodist church now stands. A man by 
the name of Johnson Runnels lived on the big road three miles South of Johns- 
ville. Mat Stuart lived on Improvement Creek one half mile South of Col. 
Hampton's. He sold the place to Col. Hampton who afterwards gave it to his 
daughter, Mrs. Sue Newton, who had married a Dr. Wiley Newton of Union County. 


Jack and Pete Fogle lived on Saline river near Moore's Mill and Fog Fogle 
lived a mile west. He married a widow, Lacatura. Jas. I Robinson lived on 
the Saline river two miles South. There was another one of the Fogle brothers 
by the name of Bat who died at Henry S. Rawls in 1859. Jas. I Robinson had 
a brother named Eli who died after the war. Dr. Miller lived at Longview and 
in afteryears went blind and died on the Rawls place in 1867. A man by the 
name of Hunnicut had settled on the West side of Improvement Creek about a 
mile West of Col. Hampton's. My father bought his improvements. 


Mrs. Cook and her sons-in-law, Isaiah Slator and Grumbles, lived on Snake 


creek not far west of the river. Grumbles afterwards moved to Branchville, 
Drew County, in this state. 


Lock Stuart and Jas. Thompson, Wallace Cabeen and Dr. Brandon lived further 
up on the creek, Mortimer Martin lived still further up the creek on the place 
in after years known as old man Deab Johnson's place. Jas. Gill lived four or 
five miles further North. Nelson B. York lived about a mile west of his father, 
James York. Terrell York had settled six miles west of half-way creek. John 
Scarbrough lived on Dr. Jackson's place about a mile north of Johnsville. 


Two men by the name of Love and Boyd lived on the river hills about a mile 
southeast of Johnsville. The big road used to run by the Boyd place from Moro 
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to Longview and went by Dr. Cabeen's. Dave Jones and Mason B. Lowery, who were 
brothers-in-law, lived about two miles and a half northwest of Johnsville and 
Mason B. Lowery lived about one mile north of the Smyrna Baptist church. He 
sold his place to a man by the name of Irwin and then settled at the edge of 
the bottom two miles southeast of Johnsville, where he lived during the war. 


A man by the name of Walls lived about a mile east of Smyrna church, Uncle 
Mortimor Martin bought Heathington's place and run a tan-yard there during the 
war. Stuarts and Atkins, Castleberrys, Dubrons and the Forrests lived two or 
three miles north on the river hills. One of Watt's daughters married a man 
by the name of Carcuff who lived in on the river. His place now goes by the 
name of Carcuff's Landing. 


Dunk Pippins owned and operated a warehouse on Saline River about four miles 
south of Moore.. mill where the Rock Island railroad crosses the river. He used 
to operate a ferry, too, that's where my father, in crossing on his ferry boat, 
lost one of the finest horses that was ever in that country. There was a land- 
ing on Saline River close to Dr. Cabeen's house and a graveyard close by and 
some old vacant houses there when we came to the State. Dunk Pippin told my 
father that he and another raftman were camping there and this old raftman 
had a pot of gold which he buried one night near that place and died in a few 
days thereafter and he (Pippin) looked for it but never found it. This gold 
was buried sometime in the Thirties. 


A man by the name of Gerrells lived about two miles south of Johnsville in 
a big old log house that used to stand over in the field east of the road and 
close to where McKinney's mill stood. After Col. Hampton put up the sawmill, 
Gerrells built the little white house on the road just south of the mill close 
to the Methodist church. Dr. Alpheus Rawls and Stephens Barefield afterwards 
lived in it. Gerrells died one night at the supper table before he moved in 
his new house, and his widow afterwards married a man by the name of Jerry Rad- 
den. 


Uncle Joe Martin came to this country with my father and settled about a 
mile north of Henry S. Rawls on the river hills. 


These people I have named are about those who lived in this country in 
those early days when my father moved there from Mississippi in the year 1856. 
There were a few French living on the river down in the corner. They were 
the Acans, Cokers, Laeboffs, Hamiltons and Pevetoes. After 1856 people began 
to move in fast, mostly from Mississippi and South Carolina. The Crawfords, 
Wilfongs, Pagans, Chambers, Meeks, Elisons, Garrisons, Jacksons, Saddlers, 
Rosses, Kings, Montgomerys, Ferrells, Thomases, Givens, McKerrs, Thompsons, 
Ruff, Dan and James McClain, all came from South Carolina and settled in that 
country a few years before the war. Sam McClain, the Godfries, Martins, Temples 
and Rawls were from Mississippi. 


In 1857 John Brady came from Warren and built a store at the cross roads 
of the Moro and Longview road and the Warren and Moore'sMill road, and I’ was 
at old Uncle Henry Rawls house and heard Jno. Brady and some men of the com- 
munity discussing what they would name the place, and it was decided to name 
it Johnsville for the different Johns in that community, among whom were John 

‘R,. Hampton, John Cabeen, John Martin and John Brady. 


The Presbyterian church was built in 1858-59 and the Rev. Crawford was 
the preacher for several years. He moved to Arkadelphia and died years later 
and now has a son practicing law in Arkadelphia. Afterwards the Reverends 
Kerr, Dixon and Brown, very able men, filled the pulpit as long as I lived 
in that country. 
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The present Palistine Methodist church was built in the year 1860. Before 
it was built there was a log church about twenty steps East. You can yet see 
the old chimney-place, there is a mound of dirt where it stood. Uncle Joe 
Martin taught school at this church and I attended this school. Geo. M. and 
Edward E. Hampton, sons of Col. John R. Hampton, also as well as the Rawls 
boys, Randolph, Jesse and Sing, attended this school. Uncle Joe Martin taught 
this school in 1857, 1858 and until April 1859, when a hurricane came and 
blew a tree on his house and mashed it down and injured him, and his son 
John, too. He never recovered but moved to the Gillis place down close to 
where Mr. Alison lived and died in 1860. 


Thus passed away one of South Carolina's best lawyers, who had figured 
prominently in the early history of that State. He is buried in the grave 
yard at Palistine church. 


I have forgotten at this late day who were the circuit rider preachers 
that were sent by the Methodist Conference. I know there was a preacher 
sent there in 1859 and 1860, by the name of Marshall and they had a son by 
the name of Lewis, and Mrs. Marshall taught school at Davis Jones'. Their 
son is now living here in Camden and is an old grey-headed man. His mother 
died here three or four years ago in her ninety-fifth year. 


Mason B. Lowery was a local preacher of unusual ability and he used to 

, preach often at the Palistine church. James I. Robinson and Henry B. Rawls 
were also local preachers, preached there occasionally. When the church was 
built it was two stories. The upper story was a Masonic hall where the Masons 
held their meetings. For several years they held their meetings in the old 
log church before the present church was built. There is an old Masonic chest 
that used to sit in the middle of the old church that was moved to the new hall 
when the church was completed... It was made by old Simon, a negro carpenter 
who belonged to Henry S. Rawls, and he also did the frame work of the church. 
I saw this old chest a few years ago, still in the old Masonic hall. TI used 
to sit on it fifty-eight years ago. 


The Baptists built a church about two miles North of Johnsville on the hill 
north of the Spring on a branch, and named it Smyrna. The ruling spirits in 
that church were Nelson B. York, Sam Meek and old man Irwin. Their preachers 
were Rev. Duboise, Rasberry and Denson. These three churches had about the same 
number of members, which attended regularly and all three were in a flourishing 


condition. In that day no country had better preachers of refinement and learn- 
ing. 


Most of the people were slave holders and had plantations and gin houses 
on every plantation. In Southern parlance, most of them were rich slave owners 
who shipped their cotton to New Orleans and they generally went with it to buy 
their year's supply of groceries and dry goods for the plantation. 


Capt. Bob Withers keel boated in the Saline river when we first came to the 
state, but in a year afterwards he bought a little steam boat, named the Marshall 
and afterwards bought a larger and better boat--the Nelson Morgan-—and ran it 
in there for several years. It was lying at the landing at Longview when the 
Yankees made a raid on Gen. Dockery's command at Longview and he cut her loose 
and it drifted down the river. When it got out of range of the Ynakee's guns 
he put on all the steam he could and ran it down the river and hid it in a slough 


close to Horsehead. The Yankees burned Dockery's wagon trains in the creek 
bottoms on Jno. G. Martin's place. 
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The next day Bob Lowery and I were shooting doves around old Man Mason B. 
Lowery's bottom field corn pens, and every now and then a soldier would put 
his head over the fence to see what all of that shooting was about, until there 
were a hundred or more that came to the field where we were and that was the 
first we knew that the Yankees had run in on Gen. Dockery's command and stampeeded 
his men. A good many thought the shooting we were doing was the Yankees and 
Gen. Dockery's men fighting. 


The people of that country in 1859 built an Academy on the Sol Bronson place 
two miles southwest of Johnsville and established one of the best schools in 
the state and employed a man.by the name of Hogue who had been teaching for a 
number of years at Mt. Holly, in Union County. He was a Presbyterian preacher 
and a Southern man. His wife was a Northern lady from the state of Iowa. He 
was not long in building up as fine a school as there was in the State. I went 
to him four years and his moral and intellectural training has lasted me through 
life. 


When the call for volunteers came in 1861 there were sixteen of the large 
boys joined the army. -Among them were J. E. Hampton, Mack Pagan, George Hogue, 
Sidney Walls, Jim York, Jim Stuart, Bob Ramsour, Sam Godfrey and Bom Chambers. 

I can not recall the others just now. Most all of the young men in that country 
joined too, and they organized the old Gee shop that stood not far from where 
T. B. Craig's store now stands. 


If my memory serve me right they elected Buck McKinney captain and Dr. 
Ross lieutenant. After they-had their brown gens uniform made, which consisted 
of round-about coats and trousers with red stripes down the legs, they marched 
to the Presbyterian church to have services and bid their friends "goodbye" 
before they left Johnsville. We younger boys yearned to go. 


There was a shadow of sadness over the patrons of the school as well as on 
the brows of Mr. Hogue, for their boy, George, too, had obeyed the call of his 
country and had gone with the other boys. Every morning Mr. Hogue opened school 
with prayer and he always asked the good Lord to guard and protect the boys at 
the front. Every now and then news came that some of the boys were dead, killed, 
or wounded, and when the conflict closed only a few of that noble band of young 
men returned to their desolated homes. 


How well I remember the day when the sad news came to Mr. and Mrs. Hogue 
that their boy George was dead. My heart swells with tender emotions when I 
recall the many incidents that transpired while I attended that school, which in 
blissful retrospection I always find a temporary elysium. Even now, I see 
the hale of the glory of the Old School rising from its ashes in a new gene- 
ration, emulating the virtues of their fathers. The old field pines and 
thrown out plantations tells a history in song and story of their departed 
glory of 1860. A civilization built upon virtue and honor of its citizenship. 


The North has erected stately marble shafts to commemorate the deeds of 
valor of its soldiers who fell in battle and the National cemeteries contain 
their last resting places and marble slabs are kept smooth and bright with 
smiling flowers and trailing vines to add a charm of pathos and beauty in 


death, but where are the stately granite shafts over the Southern soldiers 
graves? 


Look at the everlasting southern hills that smile in beauty against the 
Southern skies aline with smiling flowers and singing birds and listen to the 
gentle murmur of the babbling brooks and the sign of the pines whispering their 
deeds of bravery. These mark the last resting places of most of the boys who 
left the school that fair and beautiful day in May in 1861, to uphold their 
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country's honor in the thickiest of the fight. 


After the war most of the people moved to Texas while some moved to other 


parts of this state, and now there are not many of the old timers there. 


Mack 


Pagan, L. E. York and Billy Martin are about the only ones left. A great many 


of the old timers have died and are buried in the three graveyards there. 


There were only two graves at the Palistine church when we moved there, and none 
at the Baptist and Presbyterian. One of them was the grave of a man named Boyd 


and the other was a man who died at Lock Stuart's place in 1852. 


I will quit. I could write a book in detailing what I know of that country 
and its people, so I will--close and subscribe myself as one of the old Settlers 


and your life long friend, 
W. T. Martin

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EARLY VILLAGES OF ASHLEY COUNTY 


From History of Ashley County Arkansas, by Y. W. Etheridge, 1952

Of the several places which in the early days served as centers for the | 
social life of the community--the post office, church, the schoolhouse, the black- 
smith shop, the gin or mill, the post office was perhaps most generally Lee 
quented. It was usually carried on in connection with a store or the commis- 
sary of a large farm or plantation. Here most of the community collected, par- 
ticularly on Saturday afternoon to pitch horse shoes, play marbles, run foot 
races up and down the road, wrestle (rassel), discuss public affairs, and carry 
on normal neighborhood conversation. The postmaster often took advantage of 
the fact that the neighbors gathered there to have. a small stock of goods for 
them. This might consist of tobacco, snuff, candy, cheese, crackers, and the 
like. Quite often one room of residence served as the post office. 





The following is a list of the many deserted villages: 


BARTHOLOMEW, which became.a post office Nov. 29, 1832, was the first in 
the present area of the county, and was established 16 years before Ashley 
County was known. It was located on the banks of Bayou Bartholomew near the 
present Boydell and was in Chicot County. With the changes of postmasters, 
it moved about along the Bayou and on Lake Enterprise until Wilmot was estab- 
lished as a station on the new railroad and as a post office in 1892. In 1856 
it was known as Lake Enterprise. After Bartholomew moved south on the Bayou, 
SLEMONS was established at its old site May 15, 1878, and it became MORRELL 
June 5, 1890, when the railroad was built to that point. Thomas H. Baldy, 

a former resident of Fountain Hill, was a merchant and farmer at Slemons in 
1880. He owned 600 acres of land in the community. The following postmasters 
served this office: John D. Dabney, 1832, followed by Edward Wiley, John 
Smith, Reese Bowden, William Moore, Leroy M. Eaves, Charles Dermott and James 
Bowling. The office was discontinued Feb. 5, 1856, and was renewed July 19, 
1880, with Arthur A. Owen as postmaster. He was followed by John T. Allen, 

who was also a merchant on the banks of the Bayou near Wilmot. Drs. Moore 

and Lawrence were practicing medicine here in 1894, J. S$. Jenkins ran a general 
mercantile store, H. L. Risor was a merchant and planter and D. E. White was 
constructing a new dry goods store. 


HAWKINS LANDING was located on the Bayou near Wilmot and became a post office 
Dec. 16, 1845. John L. Hawkins, who was a merchant, farmer and gin and grist 
mill operator, was also postmaster. He was followed June 1, 1851, by Thos. 
Kimbrough, and Dec. 14, 1856, by Thomas M. Jones, when the office moved to LINE, 
LA. Oct. 2nd of the same year the office became LAKE ENTERPRISE with Thomas 
Clower in charge. He was followed June 12, 1858, by Archibald Calhoun. July 18, 
1860 this office went to POPLAR BLUFF. In 1866 a business known as Files & 
Morris, with James W. Hawkins as a member of the firm, operated at the rejuve- 
nated office of Hawkins Landing. After the War Between the States, this area 
west of WILMOT became Grant township. Later GRANT became Wilmot township. 


BERLIN, which was located on the Hamburg-Bastrop road south and each of 
Tchemanihaut creek in Section 6, township 19 south, range 6 west, north of the 
present home of S. 0. Sawyer, had William S. Lawson as its first postmaster, 
beginning his service Nov. 18, 1856. Rev. John S. Wood, father of two circuit 
judges, James B. Wood of the Eleventh circuit and Carroll D. of the Tenth cir- 
cuit, and one chancellor, Zachary T. Wood of the Second district, was a farmer 
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and ran a mercantile establishment here prior to moving his home and business to 
Hamburg, where he was living when he retired in 1888, There were two merchant 
postmasters with Jewish names, George W. Phifer from Oct. 16, 1857, to Dec. 28, 
1858, and thereafter Julius Cohen, who with his brother, feaac, and Joseph Flesh- 
men, the former from Prussia and the latter from Bavaria, were in the mercantile 
business. James H. Caspers, Jefferson Paris, Joseph T. Reid and Jesse L. San- 
ford were merchants in EXTRA township in 1860. At that time there were seven 
carpenters, Jack Baggett, Bethel M. Cox, A. R. Perdue, James H. Burt, Charles 

W. Bullard, James Smith and Jack sullivan, residing in the refadibneIunds four 
overseers, James. Busey, Thomas L. Harrison, Joseph Apler and Alexander Peterson; 
two wheelwrights, Joseph B. Griffin and William Honeycutt; seven teachers, G. T. 
Taylor, Peter Campbell, D. C. McClary, John H. and Mary Keener, Benjamin Mat- 
tison and William Johnson. These teachers were all--young persons ranging in 

age from 22.to 36 years. There were-William McKoin, Charles W. Gibbs and David 
H. Thornton, doctors; Samuel J. Cook, lawyer; John Russett, raftsman; John 
Weston, tailor: James Kelly, steam mid operator; M. E. and Holman Sawyer , 
grocers; Louis Wilhite, artist; James and Thomas A. Pogue, blacksmiths; James 
McKoin, druggist; Peter L. Donaldson and William P. Caclin, manufacturers, and 
the following preachers: John S. Wood, Henry Sims, Rufus F. Mattison and Charles 
W. Kinard, Baptists, and Thomas J. Wilhite, Methodist. There was an inn in the 
town of BERLIN operated in 1860 by William H. Poole, a Virginian by birth. In 
the 80's and 90's Dr. Robert Staton and Dr. Burnham practiced medicine and lived 
at Berlin. The former moved to Parkdale and the latter to Wilmot as the old 
town and community dwindled away. BERLIN had one of the earliest Masonic lodges 
in the state--Liberty Lodge No. 5. 


It is said. that more than one family went to the Extra Methodist, then 
known as Bethel, and to Mt. Zion Baptist churches in a coach and four with a 
slave groom dressed in white atop and in charge... There was at least one citi- 
zen in the community in 1850 who was native born, Robert Sawyer, born in 1820. 


There were two routes from BERLIN to HAMBURG, one crossing Tchemanihaut 
two miles north of the town and the other turning east and running just out of 
the swamp area on.the east side of the creek until it reached the HAMBURG- 
POPLAR BLUFF road, present Highway No. 8, at the present bridge. Here in early 
days there was a ferry. At the other crossing there was none and the only way 
to get across when the water was up was by swimming. This was a dangerous thing 
to attempt in a wagon, for the bed might float off with all the occupants, and 
a wagon bed was not a very good boat. So the alternate route was used during 
high water. This route was the older and the Indian route from north to south, 


MARIE SALINE LANDING on the Ouachita just below the mouth of Marie Saline 
river was a most important village because of its location on the only stream 
furnishing navigation the year round. All kinds of boats went up and down the 
Ouachita. Only small boats could make it up and down Marie Saline and Bayou 
Bartholomew and these only during high water. MARIE SALINE became a community 
village only after people began to settle that part of the county along the 
overflow area from the rivers. Most of these early settlers lived along the 
HAMBURG-MARIE SALINE LANDING road and the north and south trail running from 
FOUNTAIN HILL and LONGVIEW south to the Louisiana line and the EXTRA LANDING at 
the line. This route forked to the west for the Louisiana trace leading to 
MONROE and to the east for PETERSBURG and SULPHER SPRINGS in later years. In 
1849 when the first assessment of property was made for the county, there was only 
one land owner, John B. Wilson, in this area. He owned 80 acres of land in 
township 19 south, range 9 west, and four slaves of assessable age, 5 to 60 


_ years, with which to farm it. Other early settlers were the Bells, Halls, 
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Gillespies, Williamses, Switzers, Hundleys, Bellas, Conners and Wimberleys. 
Williams had a gin and grist mill on his farm. This was a horse powered gin 
and would take about a bale of cotton a day. By 1860 there were 56 families 
in Marie Saline township. There was one merchant, J. D. Christian; one teacher, 
D. C. McElvey; one blacksmith, J. W. Looney; two carpenters, Jonathon Britt 
and J. Sutton; two mechanics, I. D. Clark and C. W. Stevens; two gentlemen, 

E. 0. Hundley and A. H. Wimberly; three clerks, C. A. Calahan, James Barnes 
and Smith Lawrence; four engineers, probably surveyors, J. Manning, G. M. 
Manning, A. A. Durham and Thomas McNeal; and six doctors, or students to be- 
come such, W. J. Locke, W. E. Easter, who later moved to Hamburg and spent the 
balance of his life there, T. M. C. Hundley, Preston Smalley, W. H. Mobley and 
Deroty Jackson. The rest of the population were farmers. A gentleman was a 
property owner who only managed his estate. 


It was a business center for all-the county for incoming and outgoing ship- 
ments. Timber, cotton, corn, beeswax, pelts and other products were shipped 
from the landing and such goods as were necessary were imported through it. 
Early in 1853 Nathaniel M. Mulholland, who had been running the landing with 
Joseph D. Christian as his partner and owning 119 acres and had the previous year 
bought 80 acres more at the site from James S. W. Ailes for $800, sold out his 
interest in the business to James A. Mason for $400 cash, a $600 draft on Savage, 
Williams & Co. of New Orleans, due Jan. 1, 1854, and a note executed by Mason 
and Joseph D. Christian for $400 due Jan. 1, 1855. The draft on Savage, Wil~- 
liams & Co. was secured by a deed of trust executed by both Mason and Christian 
on the 119 acres surrounding the landing. This draft was accepted and paid by 
the New Orleans company. Apr. 2, 1853, Mulholland sold his slaves to Samuel B. 
Wiggins for $400 cash. They were-Haden, a negro boy age 15, Nat, a negro boy 
age 14, Henry, a negro boy age 13, Margaret, a negro woman age 25, and her child 
Wade age 3, the bill of sale being witnessed by Jno. M. Mulholland and D. L. 
Pippin, who then lived at the point on Marie Saline river now known as Stillions. 
Nothing more appears of record as to Nathaniel M. Mulholland and wife, Mary N. 
A post .office existed with Christian in charge from Sept. 22, 1885, to July 9, 
1866..." 


After a few years the business changed hands again, and Mason sold out to 
William Norris, and the firm changed its name to Christian & Norris. This firm 
employed a young man of 18 years named John D. Pugh as its clerk in the ware- 
house in 1857, which job he held for two years and went to Union county for em- 
ployment until the outbreak of the war. He served through the war in the Con- 
federate army, and then went into a general mercantile business at Hamburg, 
where he spent the rest of his life as one of the town's leading citizens. 


After Christian & Norris, Fred Erickson, a Swede, became the operator of 
the landing and a store in connection. He was succeeded by Dock Bird, who ran 
the landing until the coming of the railroads to Southeast Arkansas ran him out 
of business. This came about in about 1900. 


There was a smaller landing at the Louisiana line known as EXTRA. It was 
run by the operators of Marie Saline. There was an overflow water canal leading 
from it through the swamp to SULPHUR SPRINGS, thus making the latter a river port. 
While some traffic still runs up and down the Ouachita, the heyday of river 
transportation is no more. The mournful sound of the steamboat whistles announc- 
ing to the surrounding world progress up and down the river, the pilot, who knew 
every bend and turn in the stream and how to get around every obstruction; and 
the captain, a highly respected gentleman, sociable and businesslike; all are 
gone into the proud pages of the history of the past. 


PETERSBURG was a village near the overflow limit of the Ouachita southwest 
of present Crossett and had its post office from April 18, 1890, to Dec. 14, 1904, 
with James W. Hawkins as postmaster. The mail was taken to it from the Hamburg 
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office by horse. W. W. Etheridge was its last mail carrier. Its principal 
attraction was Sulfur Springs, a health resort to which many people went in 

the summer and either camped out or boarded at the two-story double log hotel 
run by Frank Erickson. There is an Indian burying ground there which identifies 
the springs as an early camp of the wanderers of the woods. This mound should 
be explored. Old Macedonia Methodist church and its cemetery was also in that 
community. F. L. Switzer had a sawmill in the community in 1890, had 1200 acres 
of land covered with the finest kind of timber and ran a mercantile business 

at Sulphur Springs or PETERSBURG. During 1895 Dr. S. C. Spencer practiced 
medicine in this community. 


BEREA was 10 miles northeast of Hamburg at the crossroads of the Hamburg-Collins 
and Monticello-Gaines Landing roads. The latter road branched off from the Louis- 
iana Trace at the south end.of Long Prairie on the line of Ashley and Drew counties 
and ran southeast to Snyder, Portland, which was known as HOLLY POINT in early 
days, and to the landing on the Mississippi. A post office was authorized for 
BEREA with George W. Duncan as postmaster July 8, 1880. Prior to that time 
postal service was at FOUNTAIN HILL. The town did not develop until after the 
War Between the States, when George W. Franklin set up a horse gin and grist 
mill, later to be operated by steam, on his farm 24 miles northeast of the vil- 
lage. His residence there was constructed in 1889 and stands now as a landmark 
of the past. Along about the same time, James Knight built a sawmill at BEREA 
and the town was on the boom. This sawmill operated second by Lowry and then by 
Waren closed down in 1905. There was a one room school, called the high school, 
a Methodist and Baptist church, a grist mill, a blacksmith shop, a wheelwright 
shop and the stores of H. C. Wilcoxon, William Wheat and Lorenzo Adams. A. D. 
Cone was a partner with Adams for a time. After the death of the latter, J. J. 
Etheridge married his widow and continued the business until early in the 1900's 
when he moved it to Mist and ran it there until his death. J. W. Simpson began 
the practice of medicine at BEREA and had a drug store. He moved to Hamburg and 
sold out the store to Dr. Bart Kimbro, who later moved to Monticello. Other and 
earlier doctors at BEREA were Samuel B. Bethune, John M. Crawford, James H. Files 
and a Dr. Tatum from Union county. Besides the farmer families in 1860 in the 
township, there was one carpenter, James Brown; two overseers, John B. Mather 
and Jefferson Taylor. The latter fought through the war, lost one of his feet 
in battle, was granted a medical discharge and served as assessor of Ashley 
County. His discharge is now in the archives of the Arkansas History Commission. 
There was one teacher, Zeno Carpenter; one brick mason, George B. Stell; one 
grocery operator, Samuel Davis; one ditcher, Rowland Harvey, who was 21 years of 
age and was from France. There was one Baptist preacher at Mount Olive. The 
minutes of his call to that church are still preserved in the records now in 
the keeping of its clerk, Mr. Robert Stone. 


Jan. 27, 1890, J. W. Kimbro opened the Berea High School as principal. For 
the primary department the charge was $1.50 per month per pupil; for academic, 
$2.50; for higher branches, $3.00. It is problematic what was meant by the desig- 
nations "academic" and "higher branches." Mr. Kimbro later moved to Monticello, 
held several county offices in Drew county and practiced law there until his 
death. He practiced law for a time in Ashley county at Hamburg during the 1920's. 
He was a self-educated man, honorable and upright. He had infantile paralysis 
in his childhood while living at BEREA and spent his life on crutches. 


Some of the leading citizens of that community were the Knights, Franklins, 
McDougalds, Gammels, Deans, Bains, Rileys, Cones, Sullivans, Griswoulds, Bri mers, 
Paynes, Etheridges, Allens, Slocums, Medleys and a part of the Hundley family. 

The last postmaster was Josie E. Hundley, the mother of Mrs. Kate Franklin, 
Nanjo Hoy and Thomas and Simpson Hundley. The office was closed Aug. 31, 1900 
and the mail transferred to Mist. 
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When the railroads came to Southeast Arkansas and the manufacture of tim- 
ber products began along their routes, the country folk began to move to the 
railroad towns for cash employment, to become merchants and do other work neces- 
sary in connection with the new inductrialization. From BEREA and BEARHOUSE 
township community, for instance, the Deans moved to PORTLAND and went into 
farming and mercantile business; the Bains moved there and went into mercan- 
tile, farming and banking; part of the Rileys and Hundleys went to HAMBURG and 
established stores; the Cones went to SNYDER, WILMOT and MONTROSE to set up 
farming and mercantile establishments. H. C. Wilcoxon closed his store at 
BEREA and opened a grocery business in HAMBURG. 


Another cause for abandoning the farms and moving to towns on the railroads 
or seeking employment out of the state was the farm mortgage system that 
prevailed during the 1890's and the early 1900's. The New England Securities 
Co. of London, Ltd., and other similar mortgage companies came into this area, 
loaned money on farms secured by mortgages. These debts ran usually from ten 
to twenty years, the interest was payable, and at the end of the term the prin- 
cipal sum was due. A farmer who had borrowed a few hundred or a thousand 
dollars could not:meet the final payment when due. He, there, sold his small 
equity for a song, lost his home and moved away. Others borrowed all they could 
possibly get and moved away immediately, leaving the farm to the mortgage com- 
pany. Loan agents, too often sharks, and real estate dealers did a land office 
business. Crossett Lumber Co. acquired many of these lands for a song. 


HOLLY POINT was organized as a post office, succeeding DEBASTROP Jan. 13, 
1851, with Henry C. Dade in charge until John Bullock became postmaster May 19, 
1853. He served until Feb. 5, 1858, when John M. Sherrer was appointed. The 
office was closed Dec. 28, 1858, and restored Nov. 8, 1872, with Lemarcus Bloomer 
as postmaster until again closed down Feb. 20, 1878. It was doubtless near what 
is now SUNSHINE and on the bank of the Bayou, probably at the point where 
Bloomer's ferry crossed the stream. 


ORION, probably named for the Greek mythological hunter of gigantic size and 
great beauty, was the village of MILL CREEK township. It is now PUGH, a station 
on the Ashley, Drew and Northern railroad. With 326 white and 216 slaves, MILL 
CREEK township community was second only to WHITE township in population in 1860. 
Its transportation outlet was HAMLET'S LANDING, which is now called STILLIONS. 
Here Thomas Hamlet operated the landing and Duncan L. Pippin a 300 acre farm. 

He had six slaves to do the work. Greenwood Pugh came to the area in 1850. He 
was a merchant and farmer. The first postmaster was Jefferson B. Pippin, 
appointed June 28, 1852, the second James K. Norwood, appointed May 30, 1856, 
the third James L. Pugh, appointed Feb. 25, 1858. The office was finally lost 
to PINE HILL and MILO. After the war, John D. Pugh was in the mercantile busi- 
ness there until he moved to HAMBURG in the 1890's, where he continued in that 


business until his death. His store was on the northeast corner of the square 
on the east side. 


There were 84 farmers in the MILL CREEK area in 1860. Other employments 
were two doctors, Frank Pugh and S. W. Vaughn; druggist, Wm. Bell; clerk, John 
Pugh; teacher, Robert Pugh; mechanic, J. B. Franklin; engineer, J. W. Everton; 
and overseer, J. C. Morgan. At this early date it is probable the buying of such 
‘supplies as might be necessary was done at FOUNTAIN HILL or HAMBURG. 


Less important deserted villages were HOLLY POINT near Portland on the Bayou; 
CHESTER on the Bayou north of PARKDALE near Normandy plantation, which is the 
farm just down the hill on Highway No. 8 from Hamburg, had a post office in 
1855 with Henry C. Dade as postmaster; ENTERPRISE, a post office in 1856, which 
was later consolidated with BARTHOLOMEW and finally became WILMOT; ELON, which 
was south of HAMBURG, a post office off and on from 1855 to 1910, Jesse Cason

being the first postmaster. The white Casons are all gone but some of the heirs 
of their slaves are still living in the community. SHILOH, which was organized 
as a post office with Levi F. Goodwin as postmaster May 22, 1856, may have been 
on or near FOUNTAIN PRAIRIE where a church by that name still exists; LATONIA, 

a post office from Sept. 22, 1867, was on the HAMBURG-MARIE SALINE LANDING road 
north of Crossett where the Hundleys then lived; it was succeeded by BRUSHEY, 
which was in the same neighborhood and closed out as a post office Nov. 15, 1909, 
and the mail went to CROSSETT: POINT PLEASANT was probably on Bayou Bartholomew 
at the Tebbs place west of PORTLAND, as Martha Tebbs was postmaster there when 
the post office was closed in 1868; POPLAR BLUFF, which was the predecessor to 
PARKDALE, was on the Bayou bank just west of the present town.and had a post 
office from July 18, 1860, when John T. Hughes was postmaster, to Aug. 2, 1890, 
when it was transferred to PARKDALE. POPLAR BLUFF was an important transportation 
center with a landing along the high bank of the Bayou just west of the pre- 

sent town. From the bridge north along the bank, there was a string of stores, 
most of which moved up on the railroad after it came along to change the face 

of the earth. 


There was WOOD HILL, with W. W. Wood as postmaster from Oct. 26, 1860, until 
Jul. 9, 1866. There is no known record of where this village was. BEECH CREEK, 
organized as a post office with Robert M. Rollins as postmaster Oct. 20, 1871, 
with Mrs. Harriet A. Wommack as postmaster, was no one knows where. Wommacks 
lived in the PINE HILL community and it might have been at her residence there. 
It probably became PINE HILL, which was organized May 4, 1870, with Nancy 0. 
McDermot as postmaster. It was merged with MILO in 1885 with George H. Richard- 
son, a merchant there, as postmaster. NORMANDY was on the plantation of that 
name lying under the hill on Highway No. 8 between HAMBURG and PARKDALE. There 
was a commissary for the labor on the plantation, and the post office was run 
in connection therewith. This was in 1880 when Augustus H. Norman was the owner. 
BIRD HILL must have been near MATOKA, which was east of Mt. Zion Baptist church 
on the road to WILMOT and at the top of the hill. Birds lived in the community 
and owned the land at the top of the hill. . BIRD HILL began as a post office 
July 8, 1879, continued until July 12, 1880, MATOKA took over Aug. 16, 1880, 
and continued until Jan. 31, 1918, when the mail went to PARKDALE. RIPLEY was 
a village southwest of CROSSETT, had a post office from Aug. 19, 1880, to Mar. 10 
1889, when the mail was transferred to PETERSBURG. CYPRESS was south of WILMOT 
near the Louisiana line and had a post office from Dec. 26, 1890, to Jan. 2, 1907, 
with William H. Beard as postmaster. SELAH, a post office from July 8, 1891, 
to July 21, 1892, was on FOUNTAIN PRAIRIE, 


At SUNSHINE between PORTLAND and PARKDALE in 1887, a negro, Clasco C. King 
was appointed postmaster but never served. He was a good reliable citizen, 
a justice of the peace, and respected by the white people, so it must have been 
that he declined the appointment, was unable to make proper bond, or for some 
other good reason did not care to serve. He was one armed. His appointment was 
made one day and withdrawn the next. TRAFALGAR, with Joshua D. Dingler as post- 
master, appointed July 9, 1888, continued to serve that community until June I5., 
1928. Mr. Dingler was county judge of the county from 1898 to 1903. After his 
death, his daughter served until the mail was transferred to SNYDER. WOMBLE 
was in the UNITY community and had a post office from Jan. 8, 1894, until Sept. 
20, 1897, when the mail was transferred to HAMBURG. HAWKINS was a successor 
to BEECH CREEK, and Warren M. Nutt, the father of W. W. Nutt, now deceased, 
justice of the peace in CARTER township and formerly, while living there, jus- 
tice of the peace for BEECH CREEK township for many years. W. M. Nutt was one 
of the first road commissioners the county had, was an excellent road man and as 
fine a citizen as ever the county produced. NABOB on FOUNTAIN PRAIRIE at the 
home of John R. Cone, was a post office from June to December, 1897. Mr. Cone 
moved to Montrose after the railroad came and W. T. Cone began building the town. 
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PEABERRY was in the PUGH-CROSS ROADS community, had a store and a post 
office from March 24, 1896, to Jan. 1, 1908, when the storekeeper, Bernard 


Whetstone, moved to North Crossett.
